Court 'of Appeals, declared the 
law valid under the Kentucky and 
U.S. constitutions. 


Arlan's Department 
Store of 


Louisville, Inc., and Evans Furni- 
ture Co., were fined $20 each for 
employing persons on Sunday. 
The stores appealed to the high 
tribunal, cotending terms of the 
Kentucky law disclosed an intent 
to aid religion in violation of the 
U.S. Constitution. 


The Supreme Court, in decisions 


announced May 29, 1961, upheld 
blue laws restricting Sunday busi- 
ness activities in Maryland, Mas- 
sachusetts and! Pennsylvania. The 
court said "the present purpose" 
of most Sunday closing laws was 
to provide a uniform day of rest 
and recreation;
